George Lewis, a negro, living at 6311 
Northrup avenue, is safe in the County 
Jail at Belleville after having been res- 
cued from 21 infuriated farmers, who 
were about to lynch him near Kaho- 


kia, Ill., after chasing him two miles. 
Deputy Sheriffs Goetz and Putnam of 
East St. Louis took the negro from the 
mob as the noose was being adjusted. 

Lewis had robbed Lucien Godin's sa- 
loon near Kahokia while 18-year-old 
Miss Lillian Godin was away from the 
bar getting him a sandwich. 

Lewis admitted the robbery and told 
the farmers he had thrown away the 
money stolen from the cash register 
while the chase was on. 

Lewis had gone to Goose Lake, near 
Cahokia, for an afternoon's 


Godin saloon and bought @ bottle of 
beer, and asked for a sandwich. 

While Miss Godin was out of the room, 
Lewis went behind the bar and robbed 
the cash register of all the money it 
contained. He was stepping -rom be- 
hind the bar as Miss Godin returned. 

He ran and she immediately gave the 
nearby farmers joining in the 
chase. The crowd increased as the ne- 
gro ran down the country roads. Far- 
mers on horses and with guns and re 
volvers joined in the pursuit. 

The negro kept well in the lead until 
he reached the Wayman saloon, two 
miles from the Godin saloon. Wayman 
Saw the negro running, pursued by the 

rmers. He stopped him at the. point 

of a revolver, and turned him over to 
the pursuers. 

Immediately afeer he’ was identified 
the farmers demanded that he be 
killed. After some debate it was de- 
cided to ‘hang him. . 

While two men went to a farmer's 
house a mile away to get a rope, an- 
other farmer, who believed the negro 
should be turned over to the officers, 
raced his horse two miles to the near- 
est telephone and summoned Deputy 
Sheriffs Goetz and Putnam from East 
St. Louis, explaining they would have 
to hurry if they arrived in time to save 
the negro’s life. ‘ 

Kane and Putnam rushed into the 
street. ordered J. J. Kane of East St. 
Louis out of a buggy in which he was 
driving, and took possession. Driving 
rapidly, they reached the Godin saloon, 
four miles distant, just as the rope was 
being carried from the wagon to the 
negro, who was seated in front of the

I sent the following letter to Sen- 
ator Burrows, the chairman of tne 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions of the Senate: 

‘“*‘My Dear Mr. Burrows: 

“I sincerely believe that it would 
greatly tend to the absence of corrup- 
tion in politics if the expenditures for 
nomination and. election of all candi- 
dates and all contributions received and 
expenditures made by political commit- 
tees could be made public both in re- 
spect to State and natiorial politics. 

“For that reason I am strongly in fa- 
vor of the passage of the bill which 
is now pending in the Senate and Hoy: 
bringing about this result, @o far: 
national politics are concerned. I mark 
this letter personal becausé I am anx- 
ious to avoid assuming an attitude in 
the campaign which it is quite possible 
I shall never have the right to assume, 
but so far as my personal influence is 
concerned, I am anxious to give it for 
the passage of the bill.

“WM. H. TAFT. 

“Since writing the above, in answer 
to inquiry, I have said publicly that I 
hoped such a bill would pass.

Such a mine is that of the Hero Min- 
ing Co., of which Andrews was mana- 
ger. At the bottom of the shaft runs a 
stream 15 feet deep and 2 feet wide.

Judge Hiller of St. Louis, it is said, 
is contemplating the purchase of the 
Hero mine, and Representative Roach 
is acting for him here. Andrews and 
Wycoff, who had been down in the 
shaft many times, and were famil- 
iar with it, took Roach into the mine 
to show him the. property. 

Warned His Companions. 
Andrews manipulated the paddle, 
and Wycoff held a torch which illum- 
inated the “face’’ in the gloom, 
“Stoop!” cried Andrews.

In considering plans for the creation of a pub- 
lic utilities commission it should be borne in 
mind that the sole object of a commission {s to 
obtain information upon which to base a just

|}measure regulating the charges and conditions 


of service of the public utility corporations. The 
commission will not determine the rates and reg- 
ulations. This is the duty of the Municipal As- 
sembly. The power to fix tates and formulate 
regulations having the force of law is vested 
in the Municipal Assembly. Any commission 
created would be merely the agent of the As- 


all the facts relating to public utilities and their 
service, to report the facts with such recommenda- 
‘fons as the commission, in the light of informa- 
tion obtained, may think necessary for the pro- 


The Municipal Assembly can empower the com- 
mission to summon witnesses, to send for the 
books of the corporations and to employ legal and 
expert assistants. 

Although the Cooper enabling act was pri- 
marily designed to give municipal legislatures the 
power to protect the people of the cities from un- 
reasonable charges and oppressive conditions of 
service, the clause providing for the creation of 
commissions was intended as a measure of pro- 
tection for public utility corporations against 
hasty, unreasonable and ill-advised legislation. It 
was designed to supply the municipal legislators 


with the full information necessary to the intelli-. 


gent devising of reasonable rates and regulations. 
It is a measure of justice to the corporations. It 
signalizes the fairness of the law. 

The function of a commission being that of in- 
vestigation, no wrangles or differences between 
the Mayor and the House of Delegates or the 
House and the Council should be permitted to 
defeat the wise and just purpose of the act. A 
well-selected joint committee of the Council and 
| House, if it would employ honest and capable pro- 
fessional aids to do the practical work, would 
serve the ends desired. There should be a rea- 
sonable adjustment of differences, between the 
House and Council. The two branches should agree 
upon a measure which will accomplish the object 
of laying the foundation for an effective and 
sound ordinance. 

Ample facts proving exorbitant charges ayd 
oppressive conditions of service on the part of 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co. have 
been published by the Post-Dispatch. The facts 
show the need of a thorotigh investigation ahd of 
wise regulation. But if none of thesé facts had 
been brought out, the demand for action by the 
Municipal Assembly would be well-grounded. No 
monopoly should be intrusted with power to fix its 
own charges and determine the conditions of its 
service. Monopoly power is invariably ebused for 
purposes of greed. The people are helpless to 
resist its overcharges and hard exactions, unless 
the power of law is invoked and put into effect for 
their protection. 
fhe Municipal Assembly cannot longer ig- 


| nore the overwhelming public demand for 


action under the Cooper law. To fail to give 
law would be a gross neglect of duty, a 
shameful betrayal of public interest to pri- 
vate monopoly interest. Lect us have a satis- 
factory commission at the earliest possible 
date.

Socialism and the Red Flag. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to “Student” in regard to the difference 
between Socialists and anarchists, I wish to give 
him the views of the Religious Telescope, Dayton, O.: 
“The anarchist is against present laws because he is 
against all laws. . The. Socialist:is against present 
laws because he wants better laws. The anarchist 
would have freedom from restraint for all. The So- 
clalist would have freedom through restraint for all. 
The anafchist says: Every man for himself. The So- 
cialist says: Every man for his fellow-man. Both 
are dissatisfied with what we have; but the anarchist 
seeks a cure for the ills of our present order in un- 
limited individualism, the Socialist in a perfected fel- 
lowship. One would diserganize to save, the other 
would organize; oné would disband, the other unité. 
To call them the same is either stupid or dishonest.”’ 
The Socialists are not in sympathy with or have any- 
thing to do with anarchy, bécause our program is en- 
tirely different. True, the Socialists carry the red 
flag, because it is the eriblem of liberty, and the 
flag of international Socialism that we would have 
wave Over the entire world. But when we get Social- 
ism in the United States, and it comes in 1912, it will 
be for the people to say whether they will retain the 
beloved Stars and Stripes or adopt the red flag.

Comparing the check he draws in payment of the 
price of any. commodity, for any month in any year, 
with the check drawn for the same thing in the same 
month of the year preceding, and finding it larger, 
will convince the ordinary man that the price of the 
given cotnmodity is advancing. Such a man will be 
actually prejudiced in favor of the opinion that when 
a thing costs more than it did it has advanced in 
price. An expert opinion may be set against this 
prejudiced opinion in the effort to show how, although 
he seems to be paying more, he is really paying less. 
The only expert opinion he will accept as authorita- 
tive is that of his banker, who tells him that, what- 
ever the check calls for, and’not a penny less, is the 
amount the bank will use against him in balancing 
his account. An expert's charts and terminologies 
do not weigh much with such a man against the 
banker's figures. 

The expert may be able pa make out a strong tech- 
nical case showing that a reduction actually has 
been effected through. increase in both quantity and 
quality of service. In dealing with a man technically, 
or on.ah expert basis, it is necessary to have his 
complete confidence. Nobody can ever show the man 
whose prejudice is so strong that he doesn’t want to 
be shown, that any increase in any price charged 
against him is only apparent and not real. The same 
man, predisposed by fair and decent treatment in 
the past, in favor of the individual or corporation he 
is ‘dealing with, will hold an open and a willing mind 
even toward an expert who comes around to prove 
to him that one added to two does not increase it ab- 
solutely to three, but reducés it relatively to one and 
eleven-sixteenths
